Traffic Toll of Children 
Re-emphasizes Summer Hazard 


It shouldn’t take a day such as Tuesday to remind drivers 
that there is special need for caution during the summer. But 
apparently such a reminder is called for. 

On that day, within a three-hour period, three Menlo Park 
children were killed or injured on Menlo Park streets. 

It is standard practice for this newspaper, each year as school 
ets out, to point out to area motorists that more children now 
will be in evidence on city streets at all hours of the day. We 
regularly plead for renewed vigilance on the part of every motorist 
and renewed warnings to children from every parent. 

The death of 13-year-old Howard Haskins this week, together 
with injury of two other youngsters, forces us to say it again. 

The fact that police seem satisfied none of the three drivers 
involved was at fault does not change the fact that a child is 
dead and two others hurt. It merely underlines the fact that 
ordinary caution is not enough. 

The tragedy of a child’s death is obvious. Not so obvious 

is the lifelong scar on the soul of the unfortunate motorist, 

the nagging “if”: “If only Thad... ,” “If only I hadnt...” 

It is not enough to exercise “normal” caution while we are 
at the wheel of an automobile. “Normal” caution requires that we 
take full responsibility for our actions, that we obey the rules of 
the road and keep our car under control; it assumes the other 
fellow — whether a boy on a bike or an idiot at the wheel of an- 
other car — will assume responsibility for his own actions. 

It is not enough. If we are to avoid that lifelong, nagging 
“if,” we must take to ourselves some of the other fellow’s respon- 
sibility as well. We must be on the alert for the unexpected, 
anticipating that the boy —or the idiot — will be irresponsible 
and will suddenly place the saving of his life — and possibly our 
own — entirely in our hands. 

And yet, even this, the assumption of extra responsibility 
by every motorist, will not be enough. 

. A parent who bets his child’s life on the alertness of every 
passing motorist is teasing a tiger. Streets are for traffic; they 
are built for the use of cars, and cars can kill. Streets are not 
playgrounds; deadly weapons are not toys. 

', Each parent must make sure that his children, if they 
ald enough, understand and respect these facts. If they are 
aid enough to understand, they should be kept where they 
iafe, 
"Drivers: Expect the unexpected. Parents: Re-emphasize the 
rules. Only such double-duty responsibility will help avoid 
repetition of this week’s tragic Tuesday.

Crowded conditions of the San Mateo County jail may ex- 
plain, in part, the terrible “kangaroo court” execution of a vagrant 
by his vicious cellmates.

County Sheriff Earl Whitmore — along with other county 
officials — long has been aware of the intolerable conditions exist- 
ing in the present jail.

But in the meantime, a man whose sole present offense 
against society was poverty has been killed while he was in the 
sheriff's care. The murderers may be brought to justice. Society, 
however, cannot evade responsibility for his death, nor, more 
closely, can society’s elected representative, Sheriff Whitmore.

New Series of Streets Named 


‘Major Arteries’ 


Menlo Park city councilman last 
week declared a series of streets 
“major traffic arteries” as a pre- 
liminary to. getting state funds for 
construction of a traffic signal at 
the Junipero Serra-Alpine road- 
Santa Cruz avenue intersection. 

Roads declared “major arteries” 
and therefore eligible for the use 
of state funds in their improve- 
ment include Oak avenue from Ol- 
ive to Vine streets and Sand Hill 
road from Vine street to Junipero 
Serra. 


Santa Cruz was declared an ar- 
tery from Sand Hill road to Alpine 
road, and all of Alpine road within 
the city limits wa sdeclared an ar- 
tery, too. 

The one signal, which is cri- 
tically needed, is the reason for 
declaring all the connecting 
streets “major arteries” at this 
time, Longson explained. Olive 
street was declared a “major 
street” before it was paved last 
year.

In order to be eligible for im- 
provement from state funds, a 
street has to meet certain strict 
requirements and must be con- 
nected with other “major city 
streets,” Long8on explained. 

Money used for such improve- 
ments as the light contemplated is 
given to the cities of the state 
from license fees and motor vehi- 
clue fuel taxes, collected through 
the year. 


The state maintains control over 
use of the funds by requiring that 
streets for the improvement of 
which it is used meet certain mini- 
mum standards of need, specifica- 
tions and locations. 


State subventions to the individ- 
ual cities need not be used for the 
improvement of state highways, 
however. These are improved by 
the state highway department with 
other funds, as in the case of the 
Bayshore Freeway through Menlo 
Park.

The Redwood City city council 
bowed to the wishes of hundreds 
of petition signers and refused to 
go along with San Carlos and Men- 
lo Park in levying the tax. 

The petition sponsors, members 
of C.O.S.T. (Committee Opposed 
to Sales Taxes) still claim they 
will petition for a vote in the two 
south county cities, but their ef- 
forts may be wasted if the court’s 
verdict applies to cities as well as 
counties. The city council here 
wants to put the issue on the ballot 
next April, but in light of the 
Butte county decision the council 
just could decide to defy public 
opinion and levy the tax anyway. 
Redwood City is no different 
than other cities, it needs new tax 
revenue and it has reached the 
limits of its taxing powers. The on- 
ly alternative to the sales tax is 
increased assessments. 

Our board of supervisors re- 
mains cold to any proposal for a 
county wide tax, much to the 
enjoyment of most people. Nor- 
thern county cities are reluctant 
to push for a unified program, 
despite the apparent ease our 
two sister cities have faced. 
Questioned about the sales tax, 
board members insist, “No dis- 
cussions have been held, nor are 
any planned.” 

We may have lost our rating as 
the county with the lowest per ca- 
pita tax but we can brag that we 
are not one of the 42 counties in 
the state which has adopted the 
sales tax plan. Several more are 


How long can we hold out? That 
is hard to say, but we’re sure the 
board of supervisors doesn’t plan 
to take steps for adoption of the 
tax unless forced to by the cities. 
Public opinion being what it is, 
we'd *say the sales tax Might be 
several years away here. 

The board most of the time is 
involved in not only serious mat- 
ters but often highly controversial] 
subjects. This week, the air was 
fairly cool and outside the contro- 
versy over charges against the 
chairman of the county planning 
commission, the officials were tak- 
ing things as a matter of course, 
On recommendation of County 
Manager £. R. Stallings the super- 
visors approved the increase of 
berthing fees at the county’s Coy- 
ote Point facilities. 

Which prompted District Attor- 
ney Keith C. Sorenson to remark 
slyly, “It’s only logical, ‘birth’ 
rates are up everywhere.” 

Supervisor William Werder 
got into the act a little later 
while the board discussed zon. 
ing. The board was discussing 
the limit of two horses on a 
minimum of one acre—or two 
acres for one horse (we’re not 
brone riders). Wedder listened 
to the arguments and‘ then want- 
ed to know how much land was 
needed for a Quarter Horse? 
Well, he said it! 

Getting back to the case against 
Carr Pechtel, the planner head, it 
now looks as though the board 
plans to open public hearings on 
Aug. 26.

Grant and with Agricultural Com- 
missioner Max Leonard, who next 
week will end his 30-day suspen- 
sion for allowing department em- 
ployes to do odd jobs at his home. 

And Max will come back just ih 
time to put the final touches to the 
county’s state fair exhibit, which 
always walks off with the sweeps- 
takes prizes. The supervisors show. 
ed what they thought of Grant and 
the grand jury charge by naming 
the former offiical to the county 
planning commission. 

Yes, 1957 has had its headlines 


scheduled to start collections on 
Oct. 1.

The development of new serv- 
ices for convalescent children, par- 
ticularly expanded physio-therapy 
for post-polio patients, requires 
much larger amounts of money. 
New medical practices with speed-

more patients. 

Last May, a new room for phys- 
:o-therapy, known as “The: Daily 
Active Living Room,” was equip- 
ped to be used for specific therapy 
to redevelop lost muscle-tone in 
handicapped children for activities 
involved in daily living. 

The room will need a greater 
staff. At the present time, a full- 


time therapist has been added to 
the present staff of two and in ad- 
dition two students from Mills Col- 
lege and two from San Jose State 
College will work in the program 
for college credit. Speech therapy 
is also given. | 

Children in need of convalescent 
care throughout the bay area are 
referred by private physicians, | 
hospitals and out-patient clinics | 
and their average stay at the home 
runs between five and six months. 
Certain phases of rehabilitation, 
such as that following polio, re- 
quire intensive and prolonged 
therapy which is both expensive 
and time consuming.
